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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 


To  the  Board  of  Direction  of  the  St.  Louis  Mercantile 
Library  Association. 

Gentlemen — My  sixteenth  annual  report,  which  is  the 
librarian's  seventy-third,  is  the  chronicle  of  an  uneventful 
year.  We  have  had  troubles  caused  by  advancing  prices,  poor 
express  service,  and  publications  delayed  by  the  strikes  of 
printers  and  longshoremen,  but  these  annoyances  were  part  of 
the  common  lot.  On  the  other  hand,  we  have  made  the  final 
payment  on  the  debt  incurred  when  our  building  was  erected, 
and  we  have  only  to  finish  paying  for  our  Liberty  bonds  in 
order  to  be  entirely  free  from  debt.  Moreover,  our  gain  in 
membership  was  the  largest  for  many  years,  so  that  on  the 
whole  we  may  survey  the  results  of  the  year's  work  with  a  fair 
degree  of  satisfaction. 

MEMBERSHIP 

In  May  we  added  and  lost  an  equal  number  of  members,  but 
in  every  other  month  of  the  year  there  was  a  gain.  This  is 
very  unusual,  for  we  almost  invariably  lose  during  the  summer 
months  no  matter  what  the  total  annual  increase  may  be.  We 
have  lost  7  life  members  and  gained  1 ;  lost  126  annual  mem- 
bers and  gained  181 ;  lost  78  clerks  and  gained  146 ;  lost  25 
teachers  and  gained  59.  The  total  gain  for  the  year  was  151.

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CIRCULATION  AND  DELIVERY  SERVICE 


Our  circulation  has  become  more  normal  since  1918,  with 
an  increase  of  6,765.  The  percentage  of  fiction  has  risen  a 
little,  while  that  t>f  history,  which  naturally  enough  reached 
an  unwonted  height  during  the  period  of  the  war,  has  subsided. 

The  number  of  books  sent  out  and  returned  through  our 
delivery  service  was  considerably  greater  than  ever  before. 
It  will  be  advisable  within  a  few  months  to  buy  a  new  auto- 
mobile for  this  work.

We  received  in  March  forty-one  volumes  of  British  patents, 
the  first  we  have  had  since  1917,  and  another  consignment  is 
now  on  the  way.  The  strike  of  the  New  York  printers  in 
October,  in  the  busiest  publishing  season  of  the  year,  caused 
numerous  and  repeated  postponements  of  publication  dates, 
and  many  books  that  had  been  announced  have  been  put  off 
altogether  until  next  spring  or  autumn.  Books  have  proved 
to  be  increasingly  responsive  to  the  high  cost  of  labor  and  of 
materials,  and  this  sensitiveness  is  now  particularly-  notice- 
able in  the  prices  of  books  in  the  cheaper  grades. 
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The  new  books  of  general  interest  added  to  the  Library  have 
been  announced  as  usual  in  our  monthly  Bulletin;  from  the 
other  books  acquired  during  the  year  I  have  selected  the  fol- 
lowing as  worthy  of  special  mention  :

Many  mem- 
bers of  the  Library  will  remember  with  gratitude  her  unflag- 
ging interest  and  zeal  in  the  pursuit  of  elusive  information. 
Miss  Simonds 's  work  has  been  taken  up  in  a  promising  manner 
by  Miss  Spindler. 

My  thanks  are  due  the  members  of  the  staff  for  the  spirit  in 
which  they  have  done  their  work. 
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Judge  Franklin  Ferriss,  who  has  been  the  Library's  attor- 
ney since  1904,  resigned  early  in  the  year,  and  Mr.  Edward  C. 
Eliot  was  chosen  to  succeed  him.  We  are  indebted  to  Judge 
Ferriss  for  the  careful  attention  which  he  freely  gave  to  all 
questions  referred  to  him  and  for  his  interest  in  the  Library's 
welfare.
